ona recent article in the New York 
Tribune by W. B. Shearer, naval 
expert. The assertion in the article 
'that the ratio of naval strength 
between the three Powers it 5- 
| 3-1, with the American navy in last 
position, was declared by the As- 
'sistant Secretary to be ‘greatly ex- 
aggerated.’’

strength due to the varying ra- 
tions in the different types.”’ 

The 5-4-8 ratio which he belleves 
to be a fair comparison of the 
present strength, Roosevelt said,

“Plans have been prepared,” the 
report continued, ‘“‘for the complete 
‘modernization of our battleships, 
as recommended in the annual re- 
port of the Secretary of the Navy, 
to cost $30,000,000. Authority for 
modernization of the six coal-burne 
Ing battleships has been requested 
‘of the present Congress. The de- 
partment asked authority of the 
present Congress to build eight 10,- 
000,000 ton light cruisers; also for 
funds to build three mine-laying 
submarines.

FURTHER IMPROVEMENT 
FOR DERESNADYNE SETS 


Coil Winding Improvements Sug- 
. gested by Engineers of the 
Andrews Radio Co. 

Here are some revised figures on 
the construction of the Deresna- 
dyne receiver, prepared by ensgi- 
neers of the Andrews Radio Co. for 
those who construct their own sets. 


The’ changes, particularly in tne 
coils, may be made with very little 
effort. 

The tuner as described in the 
new data which appeared in the 
Chicago Daily News, is a single coil 
wound on a spiderweb form. This 
form—like that of the tronsform- 
ers—is four inches in diameter. 
The tuner coil consists of 62 
turns of No. 24 DSC wire. The 
top of it leads to grid of the 
first tube—the bottom to the 
ground and negative filament. The 
antenna is tapped into it 15 turns 
from the bottom. 

As described in the radio section 
of last week, the two transformer 
coils are wound with primary and 


secondary interwoven. One turn of 
primary is put on in a counter 
clockwise direction. Ten turns of, 
secondary are then wound vver it; 
in a counter clockwise direction.

WHITE BILL PROGRESSING 


Has Been Passed by Subcommittee, 
Early Action Expected. 

The White radio bill finally has 
been passed on by the radio sub- 
committee of which Representa- 
tive White is chairman, and sent to 
the Merchant Marine and Fisheries 
Committee of the House. The 
committee is scheduled to meet 
soon, and may approve the meas- 
ure.

No one can prophesy as to 
what the attitude of the Senate will 
be. 

Few changes were made in the 
bill, it is understood, singe the re- 
cent hearings: basically, it is prac- 
tically as originally introduced.

Broadcasters Increasing. 

On May 1 there were 577 broad- 
casting stations in operation in the 
United States. On Sept. 3, 1921, 
there were three broadcasting sta- 
tions. On Jan. 31, 1923, there were 
570 and on Jan. 31, 1924, there 
were 534. How many unauthor- 
ized broadcasters are operating is 
not known to the Department uf 
Commerce. Estimates on receiving 
sets range all the way from 3,000.- 
000 to 15,000,000.

SQUIRE PLANS CABLE 
“WIRED RADIO" SYSTEN 


Would Give Speed and Accu- 
racy Heretofore Unthought 
of in Cable Communication. 


Outlining what he termed “The 
Key Plan,” applying radio to cable 


operations, Major-General George 
O. Squier, until recently chief sig- 
nal officer of the army, said a 
short time ago that radio engineer- 
ing was approaching a phase of 
development which would eventu- 
ally give a speed and accuracy 
heretofore unthought of in cable 
communication. 

By adapting the basic principles 
of radio communication to the 
sub-audio band of frequencies, 
which apply principally to ocean 
cable practice, Gen. Squier said 
signal corps experiments on the 
new Seattle-Alaskan cable have al- 
ready showed marked progress. At 
the Springfield (O.) laboratory of 
a cable engineer, a universal auto- 
matic telegraph transmitter, ap- 
plicable to land lines, submarine 
cables and radio, has been devel- 
oped and tested under the newly 
devised key plan. An improved 
form of rectified received record 
has also been developed and tested, 
he announced. 

An entirely new range in cable 
efficiency will be opened up by the 
use of electron tubes, which will 
amplify the cable signals several 
times, just as amplifying tubes in- 
crease incoming broadcast signals, 
Gen. Squier predicted. 


Following up his application of 
radio to wires in 1910, which made 
possible the employment of an un- 
used band of frequencies between 
15,000 and 100,000 per second, and 
resulted in the use of multiplex 
telephony and telegraphy on wire 
circuits, Gen. Squier now proposes 
a second fundamental step which 
may revolutionize cable operaiion. 

By utilizing the special means of 
transmitting and speeding up the 
Morse alphabet, as Jemonstrated 
by Gen. Squier last year, he now 
proposes to hook up nis_ cable 
transmitting and receiving system 
as follows: First the generator «of 
the carrier wave, and the modula- 
tor; then the transmitting cable, 
on the opposite end of which is 
connected the subaudio amplitier, 
followed by the detector unit, and 
finally the interpreter, which makes 
the message legible. 

The key plan, through the power- 
ful amplification made possible by 
electron tubes, should logically be- 
come a vital step in the reception 
of long, submarine cable signals. 
the General points out. In the near 
future cable practice, he believes, 
will include several stages of am- 
plification of subaudio signals.

All the 
instruments are bolted in their 
place and it is only necessary for 
the purchaser to connect the .in- 
struments, insert tubes and connect 
the batteries. This super-hetero- 
dyne receiver requires seven tubes, 
and the entire set (excluding gbat- 
tries), is contained in a cabinet 
18x10x10 inches, making what is 
probably the smallest of this type 
of receiver on the market at this 
time. 

A new stock of Wesion volt- 
meters (range 0-10 volts) and am- 
meters (range 0-5 amperes) have 
recently been received at a local 
dealer's. 

Erla semifixed crystal detectors 
are of neat design, and are fitted 
with a lug for mounting on the 
audio frequegy transformer of a 
reflex receiver. Even vets which 
are apparently identical vary 
slightly due to minute differences 
in construction. A semifixed 
crystal compensates for such vari- 
ations, thus stabilizing the circuit 
at its most efficient point. The 
manufacturers claim this rectifier 
to be extremely sensitive. 

Dubilier and Federal 1 micro- 
farad fixed condensers are now on 
sale in St. Louis. Also “‘Long 45” 
knockdown kits, and Bremer-Tully 
3-plate variable condensers. 

The Connecticut Instrument Co. 
are manufacturing a neat loud 
speaker about equal in height to 
the average receiving set. The 
horn is molded of art metal, and 
the reproducing device is _ fitted 
with an adjustable mica dia- 
phragm. 

Amperite ‘“‘self-adjusting”’ rheo- 
stats are a product of the Radia!l 
company, and are made in four 
models covering every type of 
standard vacuum tube used in ra- 
dio reception. According to the 
manufacturers, these devices elim- 
inate all forms of hand rheosta‘s 
in every amplifier circuit and pre- 
vent the burning out of tube fila- 
ments. One type of Amperite was 
designed to permit the operation 
UV-199 and C-299 tubes from a 
six-volt battery source. 

A recent development in «= the 
Durham company laboratory is a 
Filter Circuit for use in connection 
with super-heterodyne receivers. 
This filter consists of two nonin- 
ductively wound 12,000-ohm re- 
sistances and a 100-millihenry iron 
core choke coil, a .005 and a .0091 
mfd. fixed condenser. These are 
placed between the second detec- 
tor and the first audio frequency 
transformer to diminish the tend- 
ency toward squealing and distor- 
tion. When the loud speaker is 
plugged into the second stage of 
audio frequency in a superhetero- 
dyne receiver, there is usually a 
great tendency of the audio fre- 
quency amplifier -to squeal, and 
even if no squeal is heard, audible 
oscillations are likely to take place 
causing distortion. The Durham 
filter was designed to minimize this 
trouble. 

The Boonton Rubber Manufac- 
turing Co. are manufacturing the 
Ballantine variotransformer for ra- 
dio frequency circuits. Model 5 
is equipped with a vacuum tube 
socket, rheostat and binding posts 
for connections. The other types 
of transformers are sold separate- 
ly and, like model 6, age provfded 
with a small knob on top of which 
may be used to control regenera.- 
tion without the use of a potentio- 
meter, thereby obtatning maximum 
amplification. This also enables 
the entire wave length range of 
broadcasting stations td be cov- 
ered in a highly efficient manner.

be a little,recompense if, when I come really 
to die, it could be in the Tree world outside. 
There is little left to me to look forward to, 
even though I am released. I have no rela- 
tives left now except my brother and his 
family, who live in Kansas City. They have 
aiways promised me a home with them. But 
i have no plans, never have thought beyond 
the possibility of just being free. 

“If I could begin to establish a good name 
and then spenf the remainder of an other- 
wise blighted life in peace, perchance that 
would bring alittle happiness. It is all up 
tc this Governor now. Yet,’ she added, with 
a little choke in her voice and gazing with 
dull eyes over the green tree tops through the 
barred windows, ‘‘so many other Governors 
have failed me in the past!’”’ 

She stood leaning against the door frame 
of the matron’s parlor whither she had been 
summoned. She had stopped there and de- 
clined to come in and be seated when she 
learned it was a reporter who had asked to 
see her. . Warden Crawford had told me that 
she “hated newspapers like a rattlesnake.”’ 
That if she talked to me it would depend 
only upon her mood. She should not be 
urged to do so. 

I had been informed that she had grown 
apathetic and indifferent even to the pros- 
pect, of release, that, like a bird raised in 
captivity and knowing no other home except 
the prison, she would not welcome being 
thrown out into the world. With some in- 
dignation she contradicted this impression. 

“It is true that I have no complaint to 
make of conditions here. My surroundings, 
plain food, hard bed, nothing like that mat- 
ters.’ Drawing herself up with dignity, she 
added. “I can only say in answer to that false 
impression that after the 20 years I have 
been cgnfined in jail, after the suffering that 
has come to me, of course I would be only 
too glad to have my freedom.” 

She is always reserved, gentle but firmly 
self-contained. That is her armor of defense 
against the idly curious and one could only 


respect it. 


Not Intimate With Others 


She never has formed an intimate friend- 
ship among the other prisoners. Not that 
many of them are not worthy of it, she says. 
“They always have been kind to m2. I have 
no quarrel with any of them.” 

She has been a most admirable prisoner, 
according to the matron, a. good iniluence on 
the side of order, industry and discipline. 
But always she has held herself aloof with 
a sort of passive contempt for sympathy or 
confidence. I think that attitude is due to 
an innate instinct of repression which she 
cannot help. It might easily be interpreted 
by persons of less repressive habits and in- 
stincts as inward defiance and it may have 
had something to do with the harshness of 
public opinion toward her at the time of her 
trial. 

In fact, I learn that most of the letters 
protesting against her release even today 


suggest that if she would exhibit an attitude 


of penitence, if, in short, she would break 


down and confess to one of the most revolt- 
ing crimes in the annais of two decades in 
she might be entitled to mercy.

Eyes Reflect Prison Dullness 


Superficially the years have not dealt un- 
kindly with Aggie Meyers. Her face is un- 
lined, her skin clear, almost transparent and 
colorless. Her hands are soft. There are no 
visible signs of the wear and tear of toil and 
hardship a woman of her age and circum- 
stances might have acquired out in the world. 
She has filled out in figure since the time 
when as a girlish woman of 22, weighing 95 
pounds, with hair plaited and turned up with 
a ribbon bow, she was dressed into prison 
garb. This day she wore a pale blue cham- 
pray dress with white apron gaily embroid- 
ered amd appliqued with flowers. The women 
prisoners do not wear @ uniform now-a-days. 
Her hair, which is luxuriant and of dark rich 
auburn. color, was artificially waved, parted 
in thé middle and puffed out at the sides in 
a st¥ie of ancient vintage. Extreme seif-re- 


spect which always has characterized her is 
manifest in the neatness, even daintiness o1 
her dress. iit 

Her eyes are the features which show the 
effects of sorrow and prison monotony. At 
the time of her trial they were described as 
rather hard and glittering, Now they are 
habitually suffused with a sort of haze. She 
seems not to see things close at hand. 

For few years she worked in the prison 
factorie¥, but, always of freil physique, she 
finally was found unequal to the tasks. She 
frequently was il] and always weak from lack 
of sleep. At length she was committed to 
the prison hospital, where she has remained 
since, with few duties, her chief one that of 
waiting upon a ConrPpanion in misery, Mrs. 
Woodlock, who is always confined to her bed. 
She used to do a good deal of fancy work by 
way of passing the days, but after a time 
this sedentary occupation affected her nerves. 
Doctors advised against it and obediently she 
complied with their orders. 

Other activities in the prison, reading, 
study, diversions such as are allowed under 
the rules, have not attracted her. When oc- 
cupation is not compulsory she lets it alone. 
She comes down to the recreation yard where 
“the girls’’ play basket ball, baseball 
croquet after working hours, but she sits 
rather apart. Occasionally she attends service 
in the chapel, but this is not compulsory, so 
she goes only when the spirit moves her. She 
is very ‘‘moody,’’ according to the matron, but 
always gentle and tractable and never has 
civen the authorities the least bit of uneasi- 
ness. When movements have been on foot 
looking to her release she has asserted a 
quickened interest and hope, but when they 
have failed she has sunk back deeper into her 
old listlessness, outward patience and resig- 
nation to fate. 

She reads the newspapers, she admitted, 
but somewhat contemptuously—has kept in 
tough with the newg of her home town and 
‘thet. events in the world at large. I tried to 
draw her out on current events, the changes 
that have taken place since she was removed 
from the world’s activities, and she professed, 
not ignorance, but supreme _ indifference. 
Cniv when we talked of her possible release 
cid she show any animated interest and, as 
has been said, only a rather hopeless interest 
in that. 

Not more than twice’as she stood there on 
the threshold, not responding to repeated in- 
vitations to come in and sit down, did she 
smile. 
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Dog Companion 15 Years 


Once was when her visitor inquired about 
the health of her dog, Wiggles, a fox terrier. 
She really smiled then, and in talking of Wig- 
gles betrayed a grfm sense of humor. The 
dog as a companion is a special privilege along 
with many others allowed her by the prison 
authorities. The attitude of the Warder and 
matrons toward Aggie is that of pity and 
real affection and they are the only ones in 
whom she appears to trust and confide in any 
degree. She really warms up to them. 

‘“‘Wiggles has been in prison 15 years,”’ she 
said. ‘“‘It seems a shame to keep even a dog 
here that long. I couldn’t do it if I didn’t 
know he doesn’t know anything of the outside 
world which he is missing. Pven so, some- 
times when he goes to the front gate and looks 
out, I feel so sorry for him.”’ 

She volunteered 7. run and fetch Wiggles. 
When he arrived the frisky terrier fully jus- 
tified the name she has given him. Her pet

Ognizes only one mistress. 

It is difficult to associate this reserved, 
rentle, seemingly sensitive person with crime, 
to imagine one so self-repressed and well- 
controlled, capable of the passion that would 
incite the deed of which she was accused. If 
passion ever possesssed her, it is dead now—— 
all a part of the dead but relentless past. It 
must have died the night of the murder, for 
pever since the trial has she looked upon or 
spoken of the man who was credited with in- 
spiring it. News of his death 17 years later 
«ffected her no more than if it had been that 
ef an utter stranger.

He admitted striking the sleeping 
man with a club, and told how, when Meyers, 
who was the more powerful of the two, awoke 
and was gaining in the struggle and calling to 
his wife for assistance, she came to the aid 
of the murderer and finished the job with 
a razor and a pair of scissors. 

The old Adam coming to the fore, Hottman 
blamed the woman with having tempted him 
in the first place and urging him on when 
he would have weakened and relented toward 
his victim. 

Hottman and Agnes Meyers both were sen- 
tenced to death, but revulsion against execut- 
ing a woman resulted in executive clemency 
toward both of them and commitment to life 
imprisonment. In the penitentiary, they 
never laid eyes upon each other, never in- 
quired of each other fn all that time.

HE Mystery of Marie Corelli’ may 
he the title of a book, some day.

For Marie Corelli, who died the other day at her 
home in England, was a mystery all her life, and 
ghe remains a mystery.

Everybody is supposed to know, in a general 
way, that she lived somewhere in England and that 
ghe wrote many novels. quite a considerable num- 
ber of years ago. which were unlike any other novels 
ever written. Some of the old-time readers of

Marie Mackay, as she was known in girlhood, 
jived in the home of the Mackays and attended En 
Slish schools When she was a sizeable girl she was 
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sent to )0Ol a convent 
school in France. Here 
she ‘‘finished’’ her ed- 
ucation, specializing in 
music. She returned to 
England. to the home 
of Eric Mackav, ambi- 
tious to be a musician. 
But the girl had a pe- 
culiar mental slant. 
Her mind seemed to 
have the habit of wan- 
dering out after 
strange 20ds. She 
read Dickens and other 
contemporary novels 
and said “Pouf'’’ Ma- 
rie would have none of 
them. Their charac 
ters were too much of 
the earth, earthy. 
“Non! non'” She 
would give the world 
a taste of the true ro- 
mance of being 


Marie was about 17 
then. She wrote “A 
Romance of Two 
Worlds." This book. 
her first, was pub- 
lished in 1886 It is 
not to be accepted al- 
together as the work 
of a girl of 17. for 
there is no evidence to 
prove that she did not 
rewrite it, or parts of 
it, in the several years 
between its first draft 
and its publication. In 
any event, the book 
made a sensation. 


The critics applied 
hammers and tongs to 
the book and its auth- 
or—its fair author. for 
Marie indeed was fair. 
though the genera! 
publire never discov- 
ered that interesting 
fact until 20 years 
later In the mean- 


time the general public, reading Maries aston- 
ishing stories, conceived of her as something quite 
different from the delectable creature. physically 
speaking, which she turned out to be. Marie cared 
not a fig for the critics. She said so in print. She 
expressed her opinion of all critics, and of the 
art or science or trade of literary criticism, in lan- 
guage vigorous and violent. She published. that 
same vear, ‘“Vendetta’’—a second sensation. Next 
vear came “Thelma,” and in 1889 “Ardath.” A new 
kind of novel was being written. and it was being 
read, too, despite the pounding of the critics 
Readers, naturally, began asking about Marie 
Corelli. Marie Corelli began inclosing herself in 
the house of mystery wherein she dwelt until she 
was borne out the other day in a burial casket. 
“What bisiness is it of anybody but ‘mvséll who 
I am’” she demanded to know “The characters 
in my books are public property My own character 
and personality are private.” | 
However, it was given out bv her publishers that 
the author of the extraordinary books was the daugh 
ter of an Italian Count and a Seotch woman. “Count 
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Marie Corelli as she looked two years ago, at the 
age of 58. 


Corelli?” Yes, but just who was Count Corelli, aad 
where”? Nobody seemed t6 know, and so nobody 
answered, not even Marie's publishers. It was known 
in a vague wav that Miss Corelli had bought a rare 
old house. Mason (Croft, at Stratford-on-Avon, close 
to ithe home and haunts of William Shakspeare, 
whose works she adored. There she had settied 
down to live privately, and spinsterly. and to write. 
She made a practice of avoiding personal publicity. 
If a pewspaper person sought an iaterview. she had 
her door shut in the visitor's face. If a photographer 
dared suggest a picture for publication, she sent the 
poor man whirling into space. Editors of magazines 
and newspapers sought permission to print her like- 
ness. but in vain. She refused to sit for a portrait, 
or for a sketch in black and white. 

It was in 1906. a full score of vears after she be 
gan publishing books, that Marie Coreili was pho- 
tographed for the first time and her likeness pub- 
lisbed But even then she confined reproduction 
of the photograph to the book she published tliat 
year, “The Treasure of Heaven.’ Finaliy the press 
got copies of the photograph and printed them. Then 
the Marie Corelli reading world sat up and rubbed 
its eyes and had a delectable thrill. Why. the wom- 
an was a beauty’ 

Thus was Miss Corelli described by a newspaper 
writer who. somehow, happened to get a close-up 
view of the mystery. about the time she finally con- 
sented to be photographed: ‘“‘The famous novelist 
is emall and slight and spirituelle. Her hair is gold- 
ep. her eyes pure blue. and her complexion the per- 
fection of pink and white This is the Venetian 
type of the Italian woman. Her coloring is 80 high 
as to give her the appearance of a painted china 
figure. Her hands are small and shapely. and she 
uses them constantly when talking. Miss Coretli is 
a painter, a poet and a musician, and her genius In 
all these lines is made manifest in her literary work. 
She is very retiring. abbors excitement of anv kind, 
and positively refuses to show herself in society 

The writer's allusion to ‘‘the Venetian type of Ital- 
ian beauty” looks amusing in the light of the dis- 
closure that there was no Tialian blood in the veins 
of Marie Corell! There was no Count Corelli, 
though there was an Ita‘ian musician named Coreili- 
who Marie never saw. Mrs. Thomas Kelly, a ber 
sonal friend of the novelist, once wrote an ariici4 
about Marie’s home life and personality. There was 
no doubt. said Mrs. Kelly, that Marie was the daugh- 
ter of Dr. Charles Mackay's second wife by the 
latter’s first husband.

To 
be surrounded by 
the right eolor at 
the right time may 
make all the difference 
for you between pros- 
perity and ruin, be- 
tween happiness and de- 
Spair. 

So say the scientists 
that have been investi- 
gating the new subject 
of color psychology, a 
subject that concerns 
the effects of different 
mind. 

That such effects exist is well known to every- 
body. A sunlit morning, for example, makes you 
feel cheerful; a dull, gray morning makes you feel 
depressed. Nor is this merely an effect of amount 
of light. A room containing 20 or 30 are lamps may 
be lit as brilliantly as a sun-bathed breakfast room, 
but it will be far less cheerful. The clear yellow 
color of the sunlight is missing. 

Years ago the great German poet, Goethe, no- 
ticed this effect of sunlight and the similar effects 
of certain other colors. He even made a list giv- 
{ng the most usual effects of different colors on 
the moods and dispositions of people. But there 
was small knowledge of psychology in Goethe's time 
and his observations on colors were forgotten ex- 
eept by the artists, none of whom have had the ‘Dpa- 
tience or the skill to investigate the subjects by 
rigorous scientific methods. 

Recently, however, the matter has been taken up 
again by a number of German scientists. They hate 
placed human subjects in various colored lights and 
noted down the mental reactions. They have left 
persons for hours at a time in rooms with tinted 
walls. They have tried the effects of different wall- 
colors and light-colors on the recovery of hospital 
patients. They have tabulated the likes ard dis- 
likes of adults and of children for different <olors. 

They have even experimented with the color re- 
actions of animals; the dog, the horse, the guinea 
pig, even the humble earthworm.

Out of all this work some facts begin to emerge. 
A few conclusions seem almost certain. Others are 
probable but confirmation. It pos- 
sible that we are on the verge of some of the most 
important practical discoveries that scienc# has ever 
made, 

There is evidence, for example, 
orange on the walls of a factory will make the 
workmen do more work with less fatigue.  In- 
somnia can be cured (at least in some patients) by 
a blue-light in the sleeping room. On the other 
hand, sleep is opposed by y«llows or by reds. Nerv- 
ousness is calmed by green light or by green colors 
on the walls, but violet light is so depressing that 
a nervous person may be dr.ven the:eby to the verge 
of suicide.

Reds and pinks 
arouse the tenderer emotions. It is probable that 
a girl in a pink dress will have many more pro- 
posals than the same girl dressed in blue or green. 

I saw not long ago in an American newspaper 
what purported to be some suggestions to girls by 
a women’s organization in Chicago.

I do not know how 
much actual experimental evidence was back of this 
Suggestion. Not much, I imagine, for this is abso- 
lutely contrary to all of the psychological data. 

Blue is depressing to the emotions, but exciting. 
In the course of history men have propused to all 
kinds of women under every conceivable set of cir- 
cumstances, including, of course, the wearing of 
blue goWns. But this was in spite of the influence 
of the color, not because of it. 

One of the theaters of Paris presented several 
years ago a thriller in which the hero was driven 
mad by being locked in a room lit with violet light. 
The scene was actually shown on the stage and the 
electrician who devised the light for it must have 
been a genius, for the color really was weird enough 
to affect the audience as well as (supposedly) the 
hero. Where the dramatists got this idea I do not 
know, but the newest science confirms him, for a 
violet light actually does possess, the experimenters 
believe, a combination of mental effects well calcu- 
lated to cause melancholia if not permanent mad- 
ness, 

The mental effects now believed 
some of the more usual colors: Red is stimulating 
to the emotions; yellow stimulates the bodily ac- 
tivity; blue depresses the bodily activity, and prob- 
ably the emotions as well. Three other colors may 
be considered psychologically as mixtures of the 
fundamental ones. 
~,Orange, for example, is a mixtae of red and 
yellow and shares the psychological effects of both, 
being the most stimulating and invigorating color 
known. Green, being a mixture of two colors whose 
effects oppose each other, is the “normal” color for 
humanity, the color that tends to produce in the 
mind a healthful balance between stimulation and

Before a London newspaper began to syndicate 
articles about King Tut his name was absolutely 
unknown outside of archeological circles. Rameses 
Il. who lived a hundred years later, at least had a 
cigarette named after him. And his record of being 
the father of 111 sons, 67 daughters made him a 
greater father of his country than George Wash- 
ington. But Rameses II was merely a first-rater. 
King Tut’s only claim to fame is that his subjects 
gave him a swell funeral. So he crowds Rameses 


‘off the map. It is believed that he died of consump- 


tion at the age of 21, after reigning but six years. 
And if there wasn’t more rain in Thebes in 1350 
B. C. than there is today this supposition may be 
correct. 

His death did not even inspire the warning of 
“it's not the cough that carries you off— it’s the 
little coffin they carry you off in.”” That was writ- 
ten during a later dynasty. 

The only authentic information there is about 
King Tut is a piece of linen found by Sir Gaston 
Maspero in another tomb 17 years ago—which 
stated that he had reigned six years—-and some wall 
pictures in another tomb at Kurnet. The linen, by 
the way, is in the Metropolitan Museum in New 
York. But, despite the fact that these sources 
hardly furnish enough plot for a moving picture 
scenario, several Egyptologists and archeologists 
have written a library of bulky volumes about him. 
Most of their statements are pure conjectures, for 
they do not even agree upon the spelling of his 
name, the date of his ascension to the throne or any- 
thing, except that he has been dead a long time. 
Until this sarcophagus was opened the other day 
it was not absolutely certain that his mummy was 
reposing in its coffin. Even today his mummy has 
not been exposed to view. From which it will be 
seen why King Tutankhamen’s name is one to con- 
jure with. And, since we are on the subject of his 
name, it might be well to explain that the Ankh 
part of it means “The Living Image of Amen’’—the 
sun god, perhaps better known as Amon _ or 
Amon-Ra. 

Mind vou, I am not casting any aspersions on the 
famous Egyptologists and archeologists whe have 
been wintering on the Nile. I am merely pointing 
out the facts about the dear departed 

There is an old saying that truth is stranger than 
fiction, but there is a mixture of half truth and 
half fiction that is stranger than either! And that 
is what the reading public has had since King Tut’s 
tomb was discovered. 


When and where King Tut was born, who his par- 
ents were or what school he attended is unknown. 
It is believed that he became King by marrying 
Ankh-Sem-Pa-Aton, the third of King Ikhnaton’s 
daughters. That’s how an Egyptian lad got to be 
a Pharaoh in those days, and the bride’s age of 11 
fits in well with her father’s record of marrying at 
10, becoming King at 11 and dying at 28. In old 
Egypt they ripened early and rotted young. 

When young Tut became King he belonged to 
the Aton faith, which was founded by his father- 
in-law. In fact, his name was Tutankhaton. And 
it was rumored in his capital, Tell el-Amarna, ac- 
cording to some Egyptologists that he was the son 
of Ikhnaton by an inferior wife. Marriages between 
half-brothers and half-sisters were common in those 
days, at least in the royal set, and unless I am mis- 
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the natives—Although not squeamish about such things, he declined the offer 
of amummy’s hand for 50 cents—There is a sordid side to archeological dis-

It is conjectured that King Tut abandoned the 
Aton faith for another farm of sun worship—the 
orthodox faith of Amen, for he changed his name 
from Tutankhaton to Tuntankhamen, and removed 
from Tell el-Amarna to Thebes, where the priests 
of Amen held forth. 


As his father-in-law had lost his Asiatic empire 
as a result of his pacifist policies, and as the wall

other records may be found, but even so they are 
not expected to add much to Egyptological knowl- 
edge. | 
It is known that the outer chamber of the tomb 
was entered by grave robbers—-probably within a 
few years after his burial, for much of the /unerary 
equipment was found strewn around the floor, and 
stuffed back in the various boxes in great con- 
fusion. Consequently, it has been an enormous task 
to separate the loot in the nearby laboratory. Many 
of the objects, like the robes, underlinens, harness, 
etc., could not even be touched without destroying 
them, and their designs have been copied only after 
much patient work. 

Naturally, a study of these objects, especially as 
they relate to certain Egyptian customs and beliefs, 
will increase the archeological knowledge of all 
Egyptian students. But the artifices and devices 
of the ancient Egyptian theologians to enable their 
Kings to reach the next world strike the average 
tourist as absurd and as ineffective as their efforts 
to preserve their mummies from being discovered. 
The strange-looking cow couches (symbolical of the 
celestial cow Hathor) found in King Tut’s tomb to 
carry him to heaven find their way to a museum 
instead of to the stars, and the dead King will be 
very lucky if his mummy isn’t unwrapped and placed 
in a glass showcase for the next few thousand years. 
Fortunately, his innards will be safe from view in 
the canopic jars that complete the equipment of 
every tomb. 

The efforts of the early Egyptians to fool the 
Great Leveler seem 45 
ridiculous as they are 
childish. At least, that 
is my reaction after a 
visit to King Tut's 
tomb. Unquestionably, 
they thought more 
about their future life 
than we do, but the 
point is their thoughts 
were misplaced. They 
overlooked the spiritual 
element. However, this 
does not mean _ that 
professional grave rob- 
bing is not a pleasant 


and decidedly interesting occupation. To spend 
four or five winter months in the vicinity of Luxor 
is quite delightful—if your expenses are paid by 
a wealthy patron in England or America. The 
day’s work is short—-often only four hours, rarely 
six or seven. It is almost entirely a work of superr- 
vision, for the natives do the digging and only 
when valuable objects are brought to light does a 
professional grave robber have to soil his hands with 
toil. 

I visited no less than three excavating expedi 
tions, which were at work near Luxor. One of the 
expeditions, from the Metropolitan Museum of Mew 
York. was digging up a cemetery in the neighbor 
hood of Deir el Bahri. Two or three hundred na 
tive men and boys were clearing away the rocks near 
the temple of Queen Hatshopsut—tombs of the 
eleventh dynasty-——then loading them into sma!il 
ears. which were pushed to a nearby dump.

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One of the questions put to the 22,998 teachers in 
the public schools of Missouri, at an examination 
conducted recently through the State Department 
of Education, was this: 


‘Trace Price’s raid through Missouri in 1864. 
What was accomplished?” 

Most of the teachers wrote satisfactory replies, 
but some balked or sidestepped. One pedagogue, 
apparently having in mind Price's baking powder, 
gave this indefinite answer: ‘Price's raid through 
Missouri in 1864 was concerning the pure food law." 
Another, disregarding the date, wrote: “I never 
heard tell of Price's raid. I don't pay very much 
attention to prohibition agents.”’ Still another went 
somewhat into detail and considerably outside of 
Missouri, thus: “A. Price, the Governor of South 
(‘arolina, refused to pay duties on goods coming in 
from England. He raised an army of a few of the 
farmers and raided the country and the county 
courthouse. He burned many buildings. His raid 
had to be settled by military forces sent out by the 
(;overnor. Price was thrown into prison. No im- 
portant results.”’ 


To borrow the subtitle of Sir Walter Scott's first 
novel, * *Tis Sixty Years Since,’ and it is not sur- 
prising that Price's raid is a confusing proposition 
to some of our school teachers. Sixty years ago the 
Southern Confederacy made its final effort to take 
the State of Missouri out of the Union, and failed. 
The chief objective of that campaign was the capture 
of St. Louis. This rich reward had been the dream 
of half a dozen Confederate Generals. 


Notable among these were Lieutenant-General Le- 
onidas Polk, who for 20 years prior tothe Civil War 
was Protestant Episcopal Bishop of Louisiana, and 
who was killed at the battle of Pine Mountain: Ma- 
jor-General Ben McCulloch, Texan, who fell at Pea 
Ridge; Major-General Earl Van Dorn, who lost the 
hattle of Pea Ridge and was shot and killed more 
than a year later as the result of a private quarrel; 
Brigadier-General Gideon J. Pillow, who had been a 
Major-General in the Mexican War and was serving 
under Gen. Polk when he had ambitions to take St. 
louis; Brigadier-General Jeff Thompson, Missourian, 
“the Swamp Fox of the Confederacy,” and, first, 
last and all the time until the early autumn of 1864, 
Major-General Sterling Price, a former Governor of 
Missouri. 

It was by the failure of his raid through Missouri 
in 1864 that the dream of “Pap” Price, cherished 
through almost three and a half years of fighting, 
was shattered forever.

N THE twentieth day of September, 
1864, a motley collection of about 40 
men, clad mostly in ragged gray, crossed 
the State line near Pocahontas, Ark., 
into Southeast Missouri. They rode 
horses that had seen better days. Most 
of the animals were gaunt and thin, as 
were most of the men. In the van rode a man of 
striking aspect. He looked like a backwoodsman, 
which he was. Of medium height, he sat his horse 
somewhat slouchily. He wore a thick beard of dark 
brown, with locks of the same hue. His eyes, of a 
steel-blue tint, 
ing in almost every direction at once. Nothing in 
front, or at either side, escaped his cautious scrutiny. 
He was both wary and wiry, years of outdoor life in 
the midst of war's alarms having conserved and 
toughened the excellent physique with which nature 
had endowed him and which his early life as a South- 
east Missouri backwoods farmer had favored. 

This man in front was 28 years old, married, the 
father of several children. In a pocket of his 
wrinkly coat he carried a commission as a Major in 
the Confederate Army, which he was unable to read, 
being altogether illiterate. The commission had 
been made out and presented by Brigadier-General 
Jeff Thompson, who hailed from St. Joseph, Mo., and 
for the past three years had been operating as a 
Confederate free-lance in the swamp country of 
Southern Missouri and Northern Arkansas. The 
name on the document was “Samuel S. Hildebrand.”

Where Rubber Roads Stretch 


Smoothly 


XPERIMENTS are being carried 
out by the Colombo municipality 
in the use of rubber as a road 


surface dressing, writes United 
States Consul Marshall M. Vance. The 
dressing, which is the invention of a 
Ceylon rubber planter, is now being 
used on a portion of Darley road, which 
is one of the most used thoroughfares 
in Colombo. 

The solution is made from pure bark 
and scrap rubber. The method of lay- 
ing is similar .to that employed with 
tar and asphalt preparations, it being 
heated until liquid and then spread on 
the road with brooms. Fine gravel is 
then spinkled over the solution and a 
steam roller binds the two. 

The cost of the liquid-rubber road is 
50 to 75 per cent more than that of tar, 
but it is found that a tar dressing in 
Ceylon must be renewed every three or 
four months, while rubber dressing ‘is 
cxpected to last from eight to nine 
months or longer.

‘I remember,” she 
used to remark with a sweet smile, 
“how often I’ve heard him quote Sam- 
uel Rogers, whose celebrated breakfasts 
he attended, as saying: ‘It requires no 
particular sagacity and only a more 
than common fund of ill-nature to be a 
critic.’ ”’
